Attorney Meets' Argument. 
The unwritten law was extended to 
cover editors who attack private or 
public men by Oen. Meek* of counsel 
for defense in the Cooper-Sharp trial 
for the murder of former I'nited 
State* Senator K. W. earmark. The 
sensation was sprung during Oen. 
Merita- speech to the Jury Previous- 
ly he had expressly disclaimed the be- 
lle/ that any editorial attack Justified 
the killing of the writer But. when 
warmed up to hla subject, with a 
bunt of eloquence, he said; 

"You talk of the liberty of the 
press Why. gentlemen, no man Mves 
who believes more firmly In the lib- 
erty of the press thin I do llut when 
a man In an editorial position turns 
the liberty of the press Into hcense 
and undertakes to defame and defile 
you and your family, what are you 
going to do? The prosecution will 
tell you. you bars your recourse In 
the courts. Yea. and you get a Judg- 
ment for $15,000 against a man not 
worth the prkre of a plug of tobacco. 
Is that satisfaction? 

"Oh, gentiemen I tell you that the 
street* of this, our elty. have run red 
with blood of men who Improperly 
used other men's names In the public 
prints." 

Oen. Meeks devoted five hours to 
the speech. He pslntcd the defend- 
ants aa the finest types of southern 
aristocracy and breeding, declared no 
crime bad been committed when Sen- 
ator Csrmack was shot to death, and 
closed with a dramatic appeal to the 
Jury to "turn loose this gallant old 
soldier. Ool. Cooper." 

Oen Meeks went on to tra«. Hie 
alleged insults" whir* the defense 
clalma Oarmack heaped upon Col. 
Cooper In the dobate* with Patterson. 

"Col Cooper told you that these 
lnm.lt. were continued almost dally in 
the Tennessean. We did not see fit 
to I ntroduce th***o ■ moult* In |>rio t. 
but we did Introduce gome." 

As a matter of fact the defense In- 
troduced only three editorial*, one of 
which failed to mention Col Coop- 
er's name. The other* were of a 
bantering type. 

Oen Meeks neil discussed the 
mystery of tho bullet which was 
found In Robin's bed. and said that 
mystery waa not connected with the 
case. He claimed that Robin was 
► hot. that no one doubted It That 
Senator earmark shot him, which was 
equally beyond dispute. 

The attorney next went to the In- 
cident of the pistol nrahbard found 
in Senator Cannae k'* overcoat pocket 
when the coat wa* examined In court 
during the trial, and denounced the 
state * attorneys for Insinuating that 
couniel for the defense "planted" the 
scabbard where It waa found 

"We have proven." he went on. 
"that the meeting of the parties was 
purely and undoubtedly an 
encounter. We hold that the guilt or 
Innocence of these defendants 
rest upon the state of mind they were 
In at the time the meeting took 
place." Counsel described the effect 
of the editorial "Across the Muddy 
Chasm" upon Col Cooper the morn- 
ing before the killing, and declared 
that when Craig went bark to Car 
mack after his Interview with Cooper 
he told Carmack that 



aent It, and arg-ied that it waa this 
message alone which brought the 
Coopers to Seventh avenue and led 
to the shootlnt,. 

Oen. Meeks next took up John 
Sharp's case and ridiculed the evi- 
dence offered by the «tate. He asked 
the Jury If they were going to bang 
a man because he said Senator Oar- 
mack "should have ben dead and in 
hell twenty years ago." 

"The state declares" began the gen 
era I, "that these defendants must 
have known that Senator earmark 
would pass the point at whirh they 
met him at the time they met him. 
Well, why didn't th«y prove It? They 
hud a chance, yet they never offered 
a witness on this subject. Senator 
earmark stopped st the drug store, 
stopped to help Mr*. Williams on a 
car. stopped to talk to Jordan Stokes 
Are these all conspirator*? For, if 
he had not (topped, he would never 
have met th« Coopws. The conspi- 
racy case, gentlemen. 1> foollab. It 
Is unreasonable and Impossible." 

Oen. Meeks argued that Ool. Coop- 
er, having decided not to press hi* 
demands upon Carmack, walked over 
to talk the matter over peaceably, 
that having failed to send the note 
whirh he knew and earmark knew 
wa* to be the declaration of war, he 
had no idea of trouble.

Chicago, March lft — The govern- 
ment abandoned It* case against the 
Standard this morning after Judge 
Anderson dismissed all count*, refer- 
ring to shipment* of oil from Chap- 
palle, 111. Attorney Wilkeraon asked 
if on the evidence presented thua far 
it la Impossible to convict. The court 
said "yea." 

"There Is no use going on," said 
Wilkeraon. "the government rests." 

The defence immediately moved a 
verdict of acquittal. The court called 
the Jury Into the room to pais on 
thi*. JuJge Anderson Instructed the 
Jury to return a verdict of "nov 
guilty." 

The verdict of not guilty wa* to- 
turned at the second trial in the case 
in which tbe Standard formerly waa 
fined twenty-nine millions and prob- 
ably all pending tndlrtment* against 
the company will be quashed.

They were ushered Into the 
front parlor. Later hi* housekeeper 
heard shots. 8he ran out In front of 
the house and was struck by a bullet.

The bulk of tbe Ash sold by Padu- 
cah dealers, especially of the better 
variety, come* from the coast towns 
on the gulf and seaports The cheaper 
grades are caught up the Ohio river, 
and also on the Mississippi.
